It's very fitting that Sammy Hagar's new 
“greatest hits” collection should be entitled 
Unboxed. Boxing, in one form or another, 
has been a part of his life virtually from the 
moment he was born. As it happens, 
Sammy's dad was a bantamweight champion 
in 1946, and as he grew up in Fontana, 
California, far from the glitz and glamour of 
Hollywood, the boxing ring played a central 
role in his existence. Young Sammy entered 
his first amateur bout at the tender age of 14, 
and under his father’s training, he proved to 
be a tough little pugilist. He even gave 
thought about following in his dad's foot- 
steps and turning professional, but about the 
time he turned 16, something else entered 
his life— a thing called rock and roll. Boxing 
never looked quite so good after that. 

“| was always surrounded by two things,” 
Hagar said. “Those two things were boxing 
and music. The boxing came from my dad, 
the music from my older sister. When | was a 
kid I'd sneak into all her parties, and they 
were always playing music, things like Elvis, 


Little Richard or Jerry Lee Lewis. Then | saw , 


Elvis on The Ed Sullivan Show and it really 
tripped me out to see those girls screaming 
for him. That got me really interested in rock 
and roll, and by the time | heard Cream in 
1966, | knew where my life was headed. | 
actually stole my first guitar from a music 
store. I'm not proud of that, but that’s how 
much | wanted to play music.” 

Hagar’s dedication to rock and roll was 
soon rewarded when his first band, Skinny, 
became one of the most popular club attrac- 
tions in Southern California. But for some rea- 
son, after a few years things started to grow a 
little tired in So Cal for Skinny, so the band 
moved up the coast to San Francisco and 
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renamed themselves The Sammy Hagar 
Band. After a few years of making a name 
for himself in and around the Bay Area, 
Hagar's big opportunity came in 1973 
when he found out that guitarist Ronnie 
Montrose was leaving the Edgar Winter 
Group and was looking for a vocalist. Faster 
than you could say “big break” Hagar found 
himself in the recording studio laying down 
the tracks for Montrose, one of the best and 
most influential hard rock albums of all time. 
“| had seen Ronnie play with Edgar Winter 
a few months earlier,” Hagar said. “| saw that 
he was a major talent right there. So when 
word went out that he wanted to start his 
own band, | had to apply for the job. | was 
lucky enough to get it. | think it really helped 


charge again. Soon after, he had assembled 
his first solo band and recorded Nine On A 
Ten Scale the album that proved once and 
for all that Hagar was a major-league talent. 
Over the next decade he would release 11 
albums (ten solos and one with guitarist Neal 
Schon under the HSAS banner), before a call 
came one evening from a certain Mr. Edward 
Van Halen wondering if Hagar would be 
interested in trying out for the vacant vocalist 
Slot in his band. We think you know what 
happened next. 

“When Eddie called, | was really having 
quite a bit of luck on‘my own,” Hagar said. 
“We were playing arenas, making some 
good money, and selling a few records. | 
asked a lot of my friends, both in and out of

The Super Nintendo has" t been of much value lately— 
aside from a few quality ‘ties like NBA Jam and Rock N’ Roll 
Racing, The SNES has become a dumping ground for cute n’ 
cuddly kids games, boring role-playing games, generic fighting 
games and second-rate sports games. For those who appreci- 
ate intriguing, futuristic shooter-adventure games, the SNES 
has left them high and dry— until now. 

Super Metroid, a massive 24-megger (Nintendo's biggest 
game ever), is just the type of game the SNES needs to get 
back in good graces with the more experienced: gamers. A 
continuation in the classic Metroid saga, Super Metroid |s a 
dark, eerie journey through a claustrophobic world complete 
with tiny passageways, creepy FF 
imagery, crawling nasties and 
Alien-esque monsters out to 
stop a heavily-armed Samus 
Aran in her latest quest. 

Part shooter, part sci-fi adven- 
ture, part puzzle game, Super 
Metroid offers six different (and 
equally gigantic) areas with an 
endless chain of rooms for 
Samus to explore, collect various 
items/powerups and blast men- 
acing creatures to smithereens. 
At the start of the game, you're 
dropped in the middle of this 
futuristic world equipped with 
only a map that tells you very lit- 
tle and a blaster— the rest is up 
to you to figure out. The graph- 
ics are very good, but it's the music of RET Metroid that really 
shines. Dark, ominous sounds and low rumbling background 
music create an atmosphere that's as scary as it is appropriate. 

This game is not cute; it’s not easy; it’s not for people with 
short attention spans— it is, however, the type of frustrating, 
sweat-dripping challenge that will wake you up in the middle 
of the night with answers you didn’t see before. No question 
about it— Super Metroid is serious gaming at its best.

ESPN BASEBALL TONIGHT/Genesis/Sony Imagesoft 

As happens every summer, a flood of new baseball games 
have come crashing down the 16-bit video game pike. And, 
like every other year, some of the games are welcome additions 
to sports gamers of all genres (like Accolade’s Hardball ’94), 
and others simply don't make the cut (Tengen’s RB/ ‘94 and EA‘s 
MLBPA Baseball, to name a few). Oddly, ESPN Baseball 
Tonight— one of the better baseball sims for the Genesis this 
year— comes from Sony Imagesoft, a company that's only 
managed to produce one pitiful game after another in recent 
months (Dracula, Cliffhanger— the list is endless). 

What are most impressive about ESPN Baseball Tonight are 
the graphics and player animations. As you stand directly 
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behind the batter, your perspective of the ballpark looming in 
front of you is extremely realistic. Interestingly, the camera 
angle never shifts from the behind-the-batter view— it follows 
the ball wherever it’s hit, but the camera never cuts or switches 
to another angle (no matter what's going on, the camera fol- 
lows it in one sweeping motion). Graphically, ESPN Baseball 
Tonight is a masterful achievement in sports gaming. The digi- 
tized players move with incredible realism in any situation: 
swinging, throwing, catching, pitching, diving, sliding, etc. 
Watching this game being played is like watching a live game 
on TV. 

Players have the option of participating in an exhibition 
game, playoffs, a home run derby or just pitching/batting prac- 
tice. And trust me, you'll need the practice— hitting any pitch 
above 85 mph is next to impossible (and a bit unfair, even for 
more experienced gamers). The only other minor flaws that 
take points away from ESPN Baseball Tonight are the voice (a 
wimpy, all-too-pleasant sounding “strike” and “ball,” and a 
downright whispery “the whiff” after a K certainly do nothing 
to help the game, nor does the machine-gun like “bck-bck- 
bck-bck-bck...gone!” that grates on your nerves with each one 
sent over the wall) and the lack of different pitches. You can 
control the direction of the pitch, and the speed to a degree, 
but you're still limited. 

But these are minor gripes, to say the least. Aside from the 
also-terrific Hardball ‘94, ESPN Baseball Tonight is a magnificent 
baseball sim— one that will set a new standard for 16-bit 
sports games.

Your perspective is directly behind the racer, and as he 
reaches speeds of 70 mph down a twisting, treacherous rocky 
mountain run— you'll find your head in the toilet bowl in a mat- 
ter of minutes. But that only adds to the game's coolness. Plus, 
those little nuances like the sky (and the snow around you) sud- 
denly turning red during a sunset or blue in the shade greatly add 
to the overall realism of the game. 

Despite the option of skiing or boarding, engaging in either a 
competition or a training run, or choosing between the slalom, 
giant slalom or downhill— Winter Extreme just doesn’t offer 
enough variety to keep the game interesting for any length of 
time.

didn't you?) The interesting part of the story 


is that most of this Austin-based band's 
musical influences seem to come from an 
era before they were born. David 
Bowie...Led Zeppelin...Cat Stevens...The 
Beatles...hey, what's going on here? Have 
guitarist Dean Truitt vocalist/bassist 
Chadwick Salls, vocalist/guitarist Gabriel 
Ordonez and drummer Kyle Schneider got- 
ten caught in some kind of rock and roll 
time warp? Not really. It was more that 
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these boys wanted to make a debut album, 
Ling, that simultaneously broke down barri- 
ers and put a puzzled smile on the faces of 
all who heard it. 

“One of the guiding principles of this 
band has always been to be as diverse as 
possible,” Ordonez said. “We wanted to 
create a musical atmosphere where almost 
anything was acceptable. If we wanted to 
play something heavy, that was okay. And if 
we wanted to play something a little softer, 
people wouldn't think it was weird. It’s one 
of those situations where we just decided 
to do what we liked— and then we waited 
to see where that would take us.” 

Where their eclectic style has taken Seed 
is near the top of just about every “alterna- 
tive” and college radio playlist in America. 
From the haunting beauty of Fortune 
(which actually features a string quartet) to 
the hypnotic power of Kids... This Is The 
Fabulon, Seed have managed to combine 


obscure literary references, overt rock influ- 
ences and their own highly exotic concepts 
into a most satisfying and entertaining pre- 
sentation. It's not the kind of music you'll 
play at your next party, nor is it designed to 
make you rock the night away. This is con- 
templative rock at its best— the kind of stuff 
you put on when you just want to be left 
alone to think about life. 

“| don’t know how I'd describe our music 
in words,” Salls said. “It’s best to just listen to 
it and make up your own mind. | like to 
think there's something everyone can relate 
to in there— either the lyrics, the rhythms or 
the melodies. We cover a lot of terrain.” 

Seed has been covering a lot of terrain 


since they first came to life in Texas back in 
1992. A quick trip to Los Angeles convinced 
the band that the Lone Star State was the 
place for them and they soon relocated from 
Houston to Austin. They didn’t immediately 
set their sights on major label record deals, 
but fate soon stepped in when a noted pro- 
ducer “discovered” them by accident during 
a Texas-based music convention. 

“It was luck more than anything else,” 
Salls said. “Gabriel and | had moved back to 
Texas from Los Angeles just a few months 
before, and that’s when we put the band 
together. We were just playing at a local 
rehearsal hall in Austin when our producer, 
Howard Benson, happened to walk in. It 
was just by pure coincidence... or maybe it 
was by design.” 

A demo tape was quickly made, and with- 
in weeks the band was offered money to 
work on new music in L.A.— even before 
their record deal was signed. Those songs 


inked to a lucrative deal and move into full- 
time production on Ling. Utilizing such 
diverse backup instrumentation as a Farfisi 
organ, trombones and fretless bass to offset 
and enhance their rock attack, Seed soon 
emerged with one of the year's most unusu- 
al albums. 

“We're not trying to be different,”

have to follow your instincts and your 
heart. That's what the people who influ- 
enced us did, and that’s what we're trying 
to do as well.”

ern boys celebrated by demolishing stage 
sets and partying with their fans with 
equal gusto. Yup, these Jackyl guys sure 
ain't your average panty-waisted, self- 
absorbed, teary-eyed rock and roll stars. 
They’re real he-men— the kind of mucho 
macho, sock-stuffing, bare-chested, 
hyper-hetero rock and roll animals that 
some cultural observers were sure died 
out with the stone age— or at least the 
‘80s. 

"| like music from the ‘80s," Dupree 
said almost defensively. “But | like music 
from the ‘70s, ‘60s and ‘50s too. Heck, | 
just like music. In fact, if you listen to this 
album real closely you can hear a lot of 
our influences— everything from James 
Brown to the Who. But | know where 
people are comin’ from when they talk 
about our attitude and our style not real- 
ly fitting in with a lot of what’s goin’ on 
today. But we're just us, we’re not tryin’ 
to fit in. If we offend some people that's 
fine with us—in fact, we kind of like 
offending people.” 

Being offensive has become a trade- 
mark of sorts for Dupree— from his butt- 
bearing (and more) appearance in 
Playgirl to his fondness for recording 
too-sutbtle-for-words odes like She Loves 
My Cock. He insists, however, that Jackyl 
have toned down their outrage just a bit 
this time around, preferring to focus in 
on their musical diversity rather than 
their lyrical outrageousness. Such new 
tunes as Secret Of The Bottle, This Is My 
Life and Back Down In The Dirty still reek 
of big-balled bluster, but at the same 


time they do show an expanded musical’ 


vocabulary that proves Jackyl plans on 
hangin’ around this rock and roll thing 
for the long haul. This time around 
they've made the heavy songs heavier, 
the gritty songs grittier and the rockin’ 
songs rockier. All-in-all, Push Comes To 
Shove is quite an album. 

“Yeah it is,” Dupree quickly agrees. “| 
think there's something for everyone 
here. We have some things that could 
have worked on the first album, but 
there’s been a lot of experimentin’ going 


on here. Hit the CD button at just about 
any place, and you're gonna be blasted 
with a real funky, bluesy, heavy, groove- 
oriented kind of sound. It reflects the 
kind of stuff you play when you’re out 
there on the road playin’ every night. A 
band just begins to take on a life of its 
own. That's the big difference between 


_ the two albums— we ain’‘t new at all this 


any more.” 

Produced by ace knob-twister 
Bruce Fairbairn (of Bon Jovi, AC/DC 
and Aerosmith fame), Jackyl’s sec- 
ond disc seems destined to place 
them in some heady rock company. 
Already they've toured the world 
with the likes of Aerosmith, and blown 
away crowds with their rip-snortin’ stage 
energy and their free-wheeling musical 
style. Yet some questions remain. Was 
Jackyl’s success a by-product of MTV 
falling in love with the band’s chain-saw 
antics last time around? And what hap- 
pens if the video channel decides to turn 
their backs on these Georgia boys this 
time around, as they have with so many 
other rock acts in recent days? Such 
questions certainly don’t make Dupree 
lose a second's sleep at night. 

“You can say that MTV was important 
to us, and | guess they were,” he said. 
“But to me, the key to any success we 
had was us going out there on the road 
and just playing our asses off every- 
where. We hit some markets three, four 
times in one year! We love touring, and | 
think we’re a damn good stage band. 
We know how to have fun both on stage 
and off, so being on the road is the place 
we really love to be.” 

Certainly Jackyl’s on-and-off stage 
antics raised more than a few eyebrows 
last time around. Dupree found himself 
locked up in the local clink on more 
than one occasion for a variety of minor 
misdeeds, including chopping up a 
neighborhood restaurant with his chain- 
saw. But it was all done in fun— the 
times when Jesse dropped his pants on 
stage (an almost nightly occurrence), 
the times when the band's tour bus was 
turned into a veritable rolling play pen 
with a line of young beauties waiting on 
line outside to get in and “meet” her 
favorite band member, and the times 
when the guys ended up drunk as a 
skunk at night’s end without a clue 
which direction was home. But for 
Jackyl, it's all part of the rock and roll 
experience, and they can’t wait to get 
back to it. 

“This is what we do, this is what we 
live for,” Dupree said. “If you wanna go 
see a band that’s gonna sing all night 
about how unhappy they are, how their 
hearts are broken and how the world 
sucks, then you'd better not come see 
us. But if you wanna come see a bunch 
of guys who like to party, like to have 
fun and like to share that fun with their 
fans, then there’s a place waitin’ for ya.”

s hard as rock bands try to create a 
unique persona, somehow oi 
another it usually seems that they 
emerge from similar cookie cutters All it 
takes is for one Led Zeppelin, Motley Crue 
or Pearl Jam to come along before a 
whole generation of rock and oll individ- 
ualists change their hair ana their dress in 
order to fit in. How ironic that those who 


seemingly strive so hard to stand out, usu- 
ally end up fitting right in. That’s why

“when a band comes along that doesn’t 
seem to give a damn about the way the 
“rules” of ‘90s rock are played, and don’t 
give a damn about the way a hard rockin’ 
band is supposed to look, sound or act, 
you've almost got to give ‘em a little extra 
notice. 

Atomic Opera are a tough band to fig- 
ure out. Everything about them— from 
their name, to their appearance, to their 
‘varied musical styles— seems to siiu'ta- 
neously contrast and conflict with what 
one might imagine. That's exactly the way 
this Texas-based quartet want it. In fact, at 
times guitarist/vocalist Frank Hart, guitarist 
Jonathan Marshall, drummer Mark 
Poindexter and bassist Jonas Velasco seem 
to almost go out of their way to present a 
guise that will lead anyone who seeks 
“the truth” about Atomic Opera a little 
off the beaten track. As proven on their 
debut album, For Madmen Only, these 
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guys are as far from being the latest Pearl 
Jam clone as you can get. But if you take 
‘em for granted, you’re missing out on 
some kick ass rock and roll. 

“Don't judge us just by the way we 
look,” Hart said. “That is, unless you want 
to. This band, and especially our music, is 
very open to interpretation, but that’s no 
different from most other things. Any two 
people will interpret the same painting in 
different ways. In fact the same person 
may change his mind about what the 
painting means on different days. Music 
shouldn't be interpreted any differently. | 
like for people to think for themselves.” 

From their strong western influence, to 
the metallic ring of Marshall's guitar 
attack, to the harmonies that fill many of

their songs, Atomic Opera is a band that 
has seemingly taken the rock and roll rule 
book and tuned it inside out. From the 
high spirits of Joyride to the ominous 
tones of Justice, these guys have effective- 
ly proven that one need not depend on 
radio-friendly pop formulas or alterna- 
tive/college psycho babble in order to 
make intriguing music. Already their 
sound has drawn favorable comparisons 
to that of another Texas-based unit, King’s 
X, (with whom Atomic Opera share a 
manager). But, the big question remains; 
is there a market out there for the brand 
of hard-charging rock played by Atomic 
Opera? 

“| think there must be people who will 
like what we do,” Hart said. “Hell, we've 


certainly run across enough of ‘em in 
clubs around the country to know that 
they're out there. People react to us in 
strange ways because our music tends to 
hit ‘em on two different levels. At first 
they get off on the energy and the 
sound. Then later on, after they’ve heard 
a song three or four times they start to 
relate to it in a different way. For 
instance, you may think a song like 
Joyride is about high school pranks and 
Stealing cars. But after you listen, you 
may see that it’s more about the ride of 
life— like trying to figure out what we’re 
all doing here.” 

The roots of Atomic Opera stretch back 
two years to when Hart moved to Texas 
from southern Missouri. He soon 
encountered then-17 year old Marshall 
who bedazzled Hart with his array of gui- 
tar licks. With the addition of Poindexter 
and Velasco the band’s lineup was com- 


passe 


sg eg 
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plete, and the group soon hit the notori- 
ously rough Houston club circuit— a cir- 
cuit where they eat cactus for breakfast 
and spit out the spins at bands that 
aren't up to snuff. But Atomic Opera 
never had to worry about negative atti- 
tudes. From Day One they were a hit, 
soon attracting the attention of Derek 
Shulman, the legendary record company 
honcho responsible for signing the likes 
of Bon Jovi and Cinderella. As it hap- 
pened, Shulman was launching his own 
record label, and he wanted Atomic 
Opera to be among his first signings. 

“It was really strange the way we got 
signed,” Hart said. “The night Derek 
came down, the club we were playing 
had a bit of a ruckus, and the power 
went off half way through our set. We 
figured we had blown it big time, but the 
next day, we had our deal. Sometimes it’s 
just as important to be lucky as good.”

Whether they wanted it or not, massive 
SUCCESS certainly has become Pearl Jam’s 
— destiny. While they have 

had troubles in dealing

begun to come to grips with what rock 
stardom really means. Pearl Jam has thank- 
fully come to the realization that success 
doesn't naturally mean the losing of one’s 


musical identity and the commercialization 
of their artistic ideals. Perhaps it's taken a lit- 
tle extra creative effort to come up with 
special ways of allowing their artistry to 
flourish, but as their new disc proves, it’s 
become obvious to anyone with ears that 
Pearl Jam has succeeded. They stand virtu- 
ally alone as a band that can call their 
own shots, and it’s a safe bet that they're 
not the kind of musicians to ever abuse 
that privilege. 

“We care so much about the music we 
make,” Ament said.

SW: On the last album we had a collection 
of songs written over a wide period of time. 
For this album, most of the words were writ- 
ten while we were putting the songs togeth- 
er during our recording in Atlanta. During 
that time | was trying to put down words 
that captured my emotions, so many of the 
other experiences we had— especially those 
on the road— really didn’t figure into what | 
was thinking. These songs really capture my 
feelings during a brief, highly emotional peri- 
od in my life. 


HP: Musically, this album seems a little more 
commercially-oriented than the first one. 
Was that intentional? 

SW: | don’t know if it is intentional, and | 
don't know if it Is even more commercial. 
There is a lot of experimentation going on 
here while on the last album we were more 
tied into the big guitar sound. This time, we 
only gave thought to getting away from

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es rock fans, as you may know, 

we here at Hit Parader long- 

ago settled our differences with 
Guns N’ Roses vocalist Axl Rose. For 
quite a while during the early ‘90s Axl 
made no secret of his disdain for us, 
and quite honestly, we weren't that 
nuts about him either. But being the 
level-headed people that we are, we 
took the time to talk our problems 
out. We discussed ‘em in detail and 
reached an understanding of sorts. We 
agreed not to take too many idle 
shots at ol’ Axl, and he agreed not to 
be so sensitive in return. With that in 
mind, however, the latest gossip about 
Mr. Rose's off stage activities is so 
juicy, so gosh darn tasty that we just 
can't resist sharing some of it with 
you. We can hear the phone ringing 
right now. When we answer it, there'll 
be Axl or one of his many confidants,

chastising us for revealing some 
“secrets” about his life. Ahh...what 
the heck. 

Here's the scoop; apparently Ax! is 
involved in some bizarre legal game of 
double jeopardy these days, spending 
time in court battling against both his 
former girlfriend, supermodel 
Stephanie Seymour and his ex-wife, 
Erin Everly. It’s not like Rose is a 
Stranger to the court room— over the 
years he’s spent more than his share of 
time in front of a judge, either initiat- 
ing various legal actions or being on 
the receiving end of the judicial sys- 
tem. But this time, it’s a little different. 
This is not some business-oriented™ 
case that Rose has initiated, nor is it 
some riot-related matter that he’s 
being tried for. This time it’s a matter 
of the heart, and that’s what makes it 
SO very interesting. 


“Axl is handling this situation fairly 
well,” a friend said. “It’s not easy, 
especially the situation with Erin, but 
he’s a tough guy when he needs to be. 
| don’t think he’s enjoying what's 
being said about him. He feels like a

victim, but he’ll come through this and 
be stronger than ever.” 

The “situation” with Erin is a most 
intriguing one. She filed a million dol- 
lar suit against her former husband 
last spring, claiming that she was 
forced to suffer through both physical 
and mental abuse throughout their 
brief marriage. In various court state- 
ments, Everly indicated that Rose 
forced her to try heroin, going so far 
as to actually inject the drug into her 
system against her will. He also is 
alleged to have beaten her on a num- 
ber of occasions as well as trying to 
coerce her into indulging in group sex. 
When she refused, Everly's court state- 
ments indicate that Rose would sup- 
posedly become violent. Of course, 
this is her contention. Axl's legal staff 
certainly presented an entirely differ- 
ent twist on this relationship. While no 
one will deny that during their brief 
marriage there were more downs than 
ups, it will be fascinating to see if a 
jury eventually decides that Everly is 
correct in her harsh assessment of 
Rose, or merely, as some contend, a 
“gold digger” out to take her ex to 
the proverbial cleaners. 

“Axl is really confused about this 
whole mess,” another source close to 
the scene revealed. “His relationship 


~ with Erin ended a long time ago. They 


haven't been married for three years. 
Why would anyone who supposedly 
suffered through as difficult a time as 
she did wait so long to press charges? 
She didn’t even discuss these things 
during the divorce! It just doesn't 
make sense. It seems like a ploy to 
wring a few extra bucks out of what 
has been a painful situation for 
everyone involved.” 

The court-supplied answer as to 
why Everly waited so long to file her 
suit has many tongues in the rock 
- world wagging. Supposedly (and we 
do stress that this is her story) she 
waited three years to take legal action 
because she was scared that Rose 
would order a “hit” on her if she went 
public with her scandalous claims. 
Only now has she grown confident 
enough to throw aside these supposed 
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threats on her life to air her griev- 
ances. While such talk of death threats 
seems more than a little preposterous, 
evidently legal authorities are taking it 
seriously. We all know that Rose 
wasn't the most stable of personali- 
ties, and before his well-publicized 


treatment for depression a few years 
ago he was liable to say and do just 
about anything. But to think that one 
of the most public figures in the music 
world would seriously threaten any- 
one’s life is more than slightly ludi- 
crous. 

“Axl has gotten much more used to 
all of this,” his friend said. “But he'll 
never accept it. When he thinks he’s 
been wronged, whether it is by the 
media, or a former friend he'll speak 
his mind. But | know him fairly well, 
and even when he was a lot wilder 
than he is now, he was never a partic- 
ularly violent guy.” 

There’s no question tnat in past 
years, when Rose admittedly imbibed 
on more than a healthy amount of var- 


ious substances (both legal and ille- 
gal), his moods would often swing in § 


an instant, transforming him from a 
' smiling, fun-loving guy to a moody, 
_ angry monster in a matter of seconds. 
Today, thanks to a supply of pre- 
scribed medication, Rose's personality 
| and disposition have regulated. But 
_ that hasn't stopped Everly from 
' claiming that Rose believed he was 
possessed by “devils” during their 


brief marriage. As the old saying goes, 
there's a fine line between love and 
hate, and it seems like that line has 
been crossed here. 

“Axl has had some very interesting 
relationships with women,” his publi- 
cist said. “But from what | know, he's 


the one who's always loyal and dedi- 
cated. | can’t say the same about some 
of the people he’s dealt with recently.” 

In the case of Rose’s dealing with his 
recent girlfriend, Stephanie Seymour, 
the legal situation is somewhat 
reversed. In this case, it’s Axl who has

Hit Parader: It seems as if bands are coming 
and going on the rock scene faster than ever 
before. Do you think that’s healthy? 

Chris Cornell: There’s no question that a lot 
of bands suffer from burnout real fast these 
days. But it’s not their fault. It's not like 
they've toured the world for a year, played 
their hearts out and then decided that they 
needed to rest. Because of the availability of 
rock in everyone’s home, due to radio and 
boils MTV, the demand for new bands 


grows all the time. The fans get tired very 
quickly of seeing the same four minute 
videos over and over again. Sometimes it 
seems that the record labels market rock and 
roll bands the same way that they would 
market beer or cars. 


HP: Is that kind of marketing something you 


find yourself fighting against? 


CC: | don’t know if we're big enough to real- 
ly fight against it. If we decide not to do 
videos or talk to 
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the press, we're really only hurting ourselves. 
When it gets to be a situation like Pearl Jam 
has found themselves in, then | understand 
their reluctance to jump in and kind of feed 
the frenzy. Some people have interpreted 
their actions as an attempt to be difficult, but 
that’s not it. | think it’s more where they're 
aware of how fast things can get out of con- 
trol, especially if you’re being called the 
biggest band in the world. Suddenly people 
who thought you were cool are turning their 
backs on you because you're so overex- 
posed. It's becoming really hard to have a 
long, successful career in music anymore 
because of the overexposure and the incredi- 
ble burnout rate. 


HP: Is a long career the ultimate goal for 
Soundgarden? 

CC: Yeah, that's very important to us— and, | 
assume, to most bands. We're doing this for 
the music, not to make millions of dollars. If 
you care about your music, you want to 
leave behind a legacy that people can look 
back on and appreciate. That's tough to do 
when there's so much pressure on you that a 
lot of very successful young bands can't han- 
dle it much beyond two or three albums. 
We've been lucky in that we've had a nice, 
Slow build to where we are today. We've 
been together since 1987, so | think we're 
ready for just about anything that’s thrown 
Our Way. 


HP: Ironically, your first video fram 
Superunknown, Spoonman, has baen 
played continually on MTV. Are you con- 
cerned with your own overexposure? 

CC: | think we were fairly smart with 
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Spoonman in that you really don’t see us 
that much in the video. You see various pic- 
tures of us, but it's not quite the same as hav- 
ing us in your living room all the time. We're 
trying to maintain some degree of mystique 
about Soundgarden, | guess. | remember 
back when | was a kid, long before MTV, and 
the only way to see my favorite bands was to 
go to their concerts. It was an incredible 
experience. MTV has helped a lot of bands, 
but they've also helped rob a lot of groups of 
that special mystique. It’s tough when you 
can see a great rock band on TV one second, 
then hit the clicker and be watching a soap 
opera or a sit com the next. That's what rock 
and roll has become for some people.

HP: For years Soundgarden was labeled as 
the “ultimate Seattle band”. Do you feel you 
may have finally outlived such a tag with this 
album? 

cc: The whole thing that happened in 
Seattiey that what we viewed as just a good 
music scene became a national movement, 
caught us by surprise. We certainly were part 
of that scene, and the bands who were there 
have thankfully all stayed friendly and sup- 
portive. But | don't know if we represented 
anything more about Seattle than anyone 
else. | think we may have enough of a 
national following now to have outgrown 
that kind of classification a bit. We're still very 
proud to be from Seattle, but the music on

Superunknown is so diverse that | doubt 
anyone can label it as “Seattle music,” 
whatever that might be. We like to con- 
found people a little bit. The people who 
called us metal or grunge can’t really call us 
those things anymore. And those that 
labeled us alternative, they can’t call us that 
either, 


HP: There's been such an incredible demand 
for tickets to your shows on this tour. It must 
be very rewarding to know the fans want to 
see you so badly. 

CC: It's great. To me, the stage is where the 
fans and bands should interact. That's where 
rock and roll comes alive. All the video stuff is 
fine in its way, but it's very far from the heart 
of what rock and roll is about— especially 
the kind of rock and roll we play. | love it 
when | see kids pushing their way to the 
front just to be nearer to the stage. That's the 
way | was as a kid, and that's the kind of 
excitement we want to generate. 


HP: Back in 1987, when you were starting 
out as the band's singing drummer, did you 
envision things getting as big and crazy as 
they have? 

CC: It was a dream, but | don’t know if any 
of us really could have imagined things to 
have happened this way. Who could have 
guessed that Seattle would become a music 
hot spot? Who could have imagined that it 
would be six or seven years after we started 
that things really started to take off for us. 
But | always had confidence that things 
would work out well. | don’t say that in a 
cocky sense— but | have always been very ° 
confident about Soundgarden. 
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Ad Vier is a word that seems 
to follow Alice In Chains 
around like a stray dog. 

Everyone even remotely connected 
with this Seattle-based quartet 
always wonders about the vibe the 
band is in on any given day. They 
wonder about the vibe being given 
off by lead vocalist Layne Staley. And 
they wonder about the vibe of the 
fans that pack concert halls around 
the world to see these platinum-sell- 
ing stars. Today, as AIC completes a 
U.S. tour as the opening act for 
Metallica, the vibe around them 
seems to be incredibly positive. The 
rumors of chemical dependency, of 
bad blood between group members 
and of possible problems with their 
record label have been squelched for 
the most part, and now everything 
seems to be sweetness-and-light in 
the world of Staley, guitarist Jerry 
Cantrell, bassist Mike Inez and drum- 
mer Sean Kinney. Recently we sat 
down with Inez and Staley to discuss 
the band’s tour with Metallica, the 
success of their EP, Jar Of Flies, and 
other AIC matters. 


Hit Parader: How surprised were you by 
the success enjoyed by Jar Of Flies? 
Mike Inez: | think we were all a little 
Surprised because it wasn't supposed to 
be a big deal. It was one of those things 
where we just went into the studio 
because we had some ideas and a little 
free time. We knew it was going to be 
different than anything we had on our 
two albums, and we were never sure if 
the songs would ever even be released. 
We just did ‘em, played ‘em for the label, 
and they kind of took things from there. 
The moment they heard the songs, they 
loved ‘em; perhaps that should have 
given us a clue that there was something 
really special there. 
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Layne Staley: We just make music 
for ourselves. It’s nice that a lot of 
people have gotten into it, but that 
wasn't the point— especially with 
Jar Of Flies. If those songs had 
never seen the light of day, if we 
had just done them for ourselves, 
that still would have been cool with 
me. 


HP: How mind-blowing was it when 
you learned it hit the charts at 
Number One? 

MI: That was incredibly exciting. We 
never think about this band as a big, 
“top-of-the-charts” kind of band. 
And that was especially true consid- 
ering how we made the EP. It was 
something that just happened— 
something not even planned. So to 
see it sitting on the top was a dou- 
ble surprise for everyone. 


HP: There always seems to be so many 
rumors floating around about Alice In 
Chains. Do those bother you? 

LS: They can’t bother you when you 
don't hear ‘em {laughs.) Who's passing 
around these rumors? Who's hearing 
‘em? We're not. 

MI: | hear them occasionally, and they 
tend to be really strange. It reminds me 
of that game you used to play as a kid 
where you'd say something to one 
friend, and by the time it got back to 
you, it had gone by 20 other people 
and had been completely changed. 
That's the way it is in rock and roll 
sometimes. People like to talk, they like 
to gossip. It doesn’t mean that any of 
it is true. Take it from us; usually it’s 
not. 


HP: But you must admit that usually

You can tell ‘em the 
truth, and if it's not juicy enough for 
them, they'll make it sound better. | 
guess that's just human nature, but 
sometimes it really isn't that nice. 

LS: Not nice? It sucks! 


HP: Tell us about your tour with 
Metallica? How has that gone? 
MI: It's been great. It is a real nice 


experience to spend time on the road 
with people you like and respect. The 
people in Metallica are the most 
down-to-earth guys you'll ever meet. 
If you didn't know who they were, 
they never give off this “we're rock 
Stars” attitude. | really respect them 
for that because, let’s face it, they cer- 
tainly have the right to have an atti- 
tude. 

LS: They're good people and their fans 
have reacted very well to us. | heard 
some people wondering about that 
because they don’t always have a sup- 
port act. And then the people who 
come to see Metallica usually don't

So he does what is necessary he patiently sits 

in a room, surrounded by amps, drum kits and 
guitars as a myriad of young, talented, 
extremely nervous musicians parade before 


him, exhibiting their wares. Some will try to | 


recreate the sounds of Ozzy’s hallowed past, 
emitting an lommi-like guitar run or a Rhoads- 
esque lead squeal. Others will try sornething 
totally new, hoping an inventive approach to 
their craft will catch the Oz’ well-trained ear. It 
goes on and on... the faces, guitars and 
sounds running together into a veritable heavy 
metal blur. 

“I recall what | went through when | want- 
ed to put my first solo band together,” Ozzy 
recalled during a break in the proceedings. “| 
knew there were some old friends from 
England who | could rely on, but as far as a 
guitarist went, | needed somebody young 
and very talented. | was looking for some- 
body really on the cutting edge. | must have 
heard a hundred guys play, and to be honest | 
was getting very depressed. Some of them 
were very good, but none had what | was 
looking for. Then at about two in the morn- 
ing, in walked this incredibly thin, blond guy 
with a polka-dot guitar. It was Randy Rhoads. 


As soon as he plugged in | knew he was 


something special. | guess I’m looking for that 
kind of magic again.” 

Ozzy knows that finding the next Randy 
Rhoads will be far from an easy task. In fact, in 
the decade that has now transpired since 

_ Rhoads’ untimely passing, Ozzy has steadfastly 
maintained his search for his next guitar guru. 
While the likes of Brad Gillis, Bernie Torme, 
Jake E. Lee and Zakk Wylde certainly played a 
~ major role in Osbourne’s march to solo super- 
m, None came close to matching the 
Ba « leas of Rhoads. Now, with a new 
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band to assemble, the task of finding rock's 


next guitar prodigy has once again fallen on 
Ozzy's shoulders. 

“What am | to do?” Ozzy asked. “If | want 
to tour, | need a band. | was not happy sitting 
at home without a band, and without a tour. | 
| really did. | gave it a fair chance. | just 
t like it. Retirement is not for me. That's 
y | need to find myself some new musicians 
O are willing to work with me.” 

Of course, perhaps Ozzy won't hire a new 
guitarist at all. Maybe he'll turn to a well-estab- 
lished axe master to fill the role of his right- 
hand-man. It’s well known that when Ozzy 
was completing work on his new album, X- 
Ray, in a Los Angeles recording studio last 
summer, he called on none other than Steve 
Vai to come in and add some luster to his siz- 
zling tracks. But Vai has done the “sideman” 
gig before with both David Lee Roth and 
Whitesnake, and it seems highly unlikely that 
he would ever sacrifice his successful solo 
career for the chance to tour with Ozzy. So 


z 


what is Ozzy going to do? Will he call on a 
well-known “hired gun” to come in, share the 
spotlight, and give his live show an immediate 
boost, or will he rely on surrounding himself 
with some fresh, young blood? 

“I've always enjoyed working with young 
musicians,” said Ozzy, providing some insight 
as to which direction his decision might go. 
“They bring an energy to what they're doing 
that veteran musicians just don't have. And on 
top of that, you can train them. They haven't 
been spoiled. They haven't learned too many 
bad habits yet. That way, you can get them and 
teach them what you think they need to know. 
That's a much easier way for me to work.” 

According to those on-the-scene, Ozzy's 
new band is going to look and sound much 
different than anything he’s done before. 
Forget about seeing him surrounded by a 
bunch of mousse-abuse hair-sprayers, the kind 


of musicians who've inhabited the L.A. scene 


for the last decade. While X-Ray is still a clas- 
sic Ozzy album in every sense of the word, its 
edgier, moodier, more extreme musical atti- 
tudes will allow the Ozmeister to surround 
himself with more cutting-edge musicians. Is 
Ozzy about to go grunge? Well, stranger 
things have happened. 

“| don't'want to rob any player of what he is 
and who he is,” Ozzy said. “I like to teach 
them certain things, but the attitudes and styles 
they bring with them is what | want. That's 
what | listen for when they come to an audi- 
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REBUILDING HIS EMPIRE 


tion. I'm not really looking for another Randy 
Rhoads. What I’m looking for is someone who 
brings that same kind of energy and creativity 
to his playing as Randy did. But this is the ‘90s, 
and I’m well aware of that. If I’m going to con- 
tinue my career, I've got to change with the 
times a little bit.” 

Indeed, the question of continuing his career 
is the key issue in this latest chapter of the Book 
Of Oz. Only months ago it was rumored that 
Ozzy was indeed going to adhere to his 1992 
pronouncement that he was going to “retire” 
from rock and roll. Sure, there were stories of 
new albums and proposed world tours, but 
nothing seemed really concrete. But when gui- 
tarist Zakk Wylde released his own Pride & 
Glory album and started to tour, it kind of 
backed Ozzy into a corner. He couldn't really 
wait for Wylde to finish his commitments to 
resume work on X-Ray. The critical time had 
come; Ozzy realized that it was now or never 
as far as his career was concerned. Either he’d 
have to start from square-one and put togeth- 
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er a new band, or hang up his rock and roll 
shoes for good. 

“I think Ozzy was a little confused as to what 
he really wanted to do,” Wylde explained. “He 
knew what he didn’t want to do— and that 
was sit around his house doing nothing. He 
was going crazy! He had to get it goin’ again, 
and he knew it. Putting together a new band is 
good for him. He knows that the musicians 
he’s worked with in the past all still love him 
and are there for him whenever he might need 
us, but he needs to take control again.” 

With the release of X-Ray first pushed back 
from May until July, and then from July until 
October, Ozzy has given himself a buffer which 
allows him to put together the ideal touring 
band. While both Wylde and Vai appear on the 
album, along with long-time drummer Randy 
Castillo, Ozzy hopes to have his new musicians 
appear on at least some of the new tracks with 
him. That way, the transition from studio to 
stage will be a more natural one, allowing Ozzy 
the luxury of hitting the spotlight at full speed 
once again. 

“| think my fans know that when | do any- 
thing | try to do it the best | can,” Ozzy said. 
“That's true with my plans for the future. As 
has been true with all of my recent albums 
and tours, | think we've got a few special 
tricks up our sleeves which should keep every- 
one entertained.” 
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he backstage security gate creaked 
open with an ear-splitting squeal 
that made teeth grate and heads 
shake. Even Pantera guitarist Dimebag 
Darrell— a man known for making his 
own brand of feedback-induced squeals 
and screeches while on stage— had to 
turn and exclaim, “What the hell was 
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that?” But upon discovering that the 
offensive noise was nothing that couldn't 
be cured with a good shot of 3-in-1 oil, 
Darrell and the rest of Pantera— vocalist 
Philip Anselmo, drummer Vinnie Paul 
and bassist Rex— quickly moved through 
the gate and down the long hallway 
towards their pre-concert dressing room. 
lt was still three hours before show time, 
but there was much to do. A soundcheck 
was scheduled in 45 minutes, and there 
were meals to eat, instruments to tune, 
friends to visit and mental preparation to 
undergo. “We're ready now,” an excited 
Vinnie exclaimed as the band checked 
out their cramped, but satisfactory, dress- 
ing facilities. “| hate sitting around wait- 
ing to go on— this is when the time just 
drags.” 

Certainly time hasn't been dragging 
very much for Pantera these days. These 
Texas tornadoes have been caught up in 


a veritable whirl- 
wind of activity that has seen their latest 
album, Far Beyond Driven, sail to the 
Number One slot in the charts on its way 
to platinum certification. Their video for 
I'm Broken became an MTV staple, their 
snarling faces have popped up on maga- 
zines from London to Los Angeles, and 
their current world tour has seen these 
relatively unassuming rockers handling 
the inherent pressures of budding super-

stardom. But as they impatiently sat 
waiting to hit the concert stage, their 
enviable string of successes were just 
about the last thing on their minds. 
More mundane problems— much more 
mundane— were the immediate order of 
business. You see, Anselmo wasn’t feel- 
ing particularly well, Darrell couldn't find 
the roadie who had “hidden” his guitars 
and Vinnie was having some problems 
with his finger. Aaahh, the sweet life of 
rock stardom. 

“Everyone thinks that just because you 
have a hit record everything just 
becomes easy for you,” Vinnie said. 
“Actually, | think it’s kind of like the other 
way around. All of a sudden, things 
become a lot harder— but that’s part of 
the fun. If you want to play in clubs all 
your life— and believe me, there’s noth- 
ing wrong with that— you have a certain 
level of things you need to deal with. As 
soon as it starts getting beyond that, the 
problems just begin to grow.” 

One of the major benefits of success, 
however, is that as the problems associ- 
ated with stardom begin to creep into a 
band's life, those groups suddenly find 
themselves surrounded by more and 
more people who are very willing to help 
handle any and all of those problems.

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Bn light of what passes for “entertainment’ in rock 
fa circles these days, it’s kind of hard to imagine that 
Bat one time Alice Cooper was the unquestioned 
King Of Outrage. Back in the late ‘60s and early ‘70s, 
Cooper and his band of hard rockin’ outlaws rolled 
out of the Midwest with an androgynous look and a 
metallic attack that took the music world by’storm. 
Alice’s outlandish appearance outraged some and 


amused others, but somehow most everyone imme- 
diatesly serised that beneath the makeup and 
women’s dresses lurked the heart of a commercial 
beasi—. a guy who had it all planned out from day 


one. No, the golf-loving, game-show-olaying Alice — 
Cooper may never have possessed the “live and die 
for rock and roll” attitude of an ee Vedder, but 
through his deft songwriting t touch, his outrageous 
“showmanship and his ski HEC } bu siness acumen, 
Cooper emerged as a true rock icon. Such albums as 
Billion Dollar Babies 27c tove it To Death helped 
open the doors for everyone from Kiss to Motley 
Crue, and in the process launched Cooper on a 
dizzying roller coaster ride through the highs and 
lows of life. 

Today, however, some 25 years after he first hit the 
top of the charts with his immortal paean to teen 
angst, Eighteen, Cooper is alive and well. In fact, 
with the release of his latest album, his fan- 
tasy/horror concept disc. The Last 
Temptation, the always-inventive, continu- 
ally creative Mr. Cooper has once again rein- 
vented himself. No, he hasn't done away 
with his trademark sneer nor has he put 
aside his penchant for wearing black leather 


or outraging the masses. But what Cooper has done Is take his music 
and image into the ‘90s, adding a rougher, tougher edge that, some- 
what ironically, harkens back to the material that first launched his 
career so many years ago. 

“This album may be a little heavier than the last few things | did,” he 
said. “But | don’t think that I've sacrificed very much in going to a 
heavier sound. But with The Last Temptation I've worked to create 


something unlike anything I’ve ever done before. We had a concept, 


and we wrote songs to fit into it. The songs are still very solid, which to 
me has always been the key ingredient to what I’ve 
done. Go back and listen to things from any part of my 
career, whether it was something as dark as Welcome 
To My Nightmare, or a radio hit like Poison, and you'll 
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every time out. Nobody really gives a crap about 
what you might have done before, they only want 
to know if the new music rocks. ” 

Cooper may be acting more than a little modest 
in his assessment that nobody cares about his pre- 
vious achievements. In fact, one would be hard 
pressed to find many hard rock musicians who 
didn’t grow up listening to the man’s hard-charg- 
ing rock anthems. Just ask Guns N’ Roses’ guitarist 
Slash who played guitar on Cooper's previous 
album, or Soundgarden’s Chris Cornell who lends 
some help to Unholy War, the first single from The 
Last Temptation. They know exactly who Cooper 
is and why his music is so important. Don’t believe 
us? Well then, maybe you'll believe Slash himself. 


American hard rock music,” the guitarist said.

N THE PAST, THE only way to obtain a 

My Dying Bride album was in a major 
record chain or at a pricey import in a 
specialty shop. Now, thanks to their 
European label, Peaceville’s recent deal 
with Futurist/Mechanic, their latest LP 
Turn Loose The Swans is available 
everywhere at a reasonable price. 

“We would receive virtually no letters 
from interested people in America,” says 
vocalist Aaron. “We are getting quite a 


few now. The people are saying that 
they can actually get a hold of our 
record. They no longer have to travel 
five hours to the nearest big city and find 
it there. 


My Dvyinc BRIDE 
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Since forming during the summer of 
1990 Aaron, guitarist Andy Calvin, drum- 
mer Rick, bassist Ade and latest addition 
violinist/keyboardist Martin have devel- 
oped a unique sound that is part dark, 
ambient Gothic metal and part classical- 
'y-influenced progressive rock. 
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“When we started out, we were 
four death metal kids,” explains 
Aaron. “We liked our doom and we 
liked our death, but we've pro- 
gressed. Now we have six people in 
the band who listen to different kinds 
of music. When all of us get together 
in the practice room, you have six 
influences coming together at once. 
It is no longer just doom and death 
metal. ” 

Their second full-length LP, Turn 
Loose The Swans, has received 
accolades from just about every rock 
magazine around. It has prompted 
Futurist/Mechanic to demand that the

band tour here during the late sum- 
mer and fall. 

“We weren't really going to come to 
America this year,” confesses Aaron. 
“After a tour of Poland was recently 
canceled, we decided to concentrate 
on writing some new stuff. We want- 


ed to get our heads down and get 15 
tracks done. And with the length of 
our songs that would have been an 
awful lot of music.” 

Ironically, My Dying Bride have only 
toured twice. Their second tour, a Six- 
week trek through Europe with innov- 
ative industrialists GGFH, turned into a 
nightmare. 

“The shows went great,” says 
Aaron. “But the tour nearly killed us. 
If it could have gone wrong, it went 
wrong. 

“We toured in two vans, both of 
which were involved in separate acci- 
dents in Austria in the snow. Austria 


dle of winter— it looks like a post- 
card— but your perception changes 
when you have just been in a road 


crash. It affects you. You can’t be 
expected to go on stage the same 
night after almost losing your life.” 


On their first tour, My Dying Bride 
played eight shows. For the six-week 
jaunt with GGFH, they were scheduled 
to play over 40. 

“Half-way through the tour we were 
feeling the agony,” recalls Aaron. 
“Eating foreign food, drinking free 
beer and not sleeping properly really 
got to us. Our drummer would leave 
the stage each night with his blistered 
hands pouring blood. It was awful to 
see. 

“By the end, our guitarist’s hands 
were raw and | couldn't speak. Worst 
of all, we ended up losing a lot of 
money.” 

In hindsight, Aaron believes the 
band’s second tour should have con- 
sisted of no more than 20 
dates. A fair amount for 
them to build on. They 
are a little nervous about 
what their U.S. tour will 
hold in store for them. 

With a little time off 
before coming overseas, 
Aaron is looking forward 
to the chance to work on 
some new ideas that will 
further explore the direc- 
tion on Turn Loose The 
Swans. 

“If you could imagine 
the next step up from this 
album, that’s basically 
what we are aiming for,” 
says Aaron. “Singing 
some of the really old 
songs gets incredibly bor- 
ing. “We have sung them 
so many times. When you 
do get the chance to write 
some new stuff, it is a real 
good injection. It is a real 
good buzz.” 

SINCE THEY WERE SIGNED 
to Roadrunner Records 
nearly a year ago, a buzz 
has built in the metal 
underground surrounding 
Oakland, California’s 
Machine Head. They have 
received endorsements 
from those who have seen 
them perform live and 
from established bands 
such as Napalm Death. 
Now with the release of 
their debut, Burn My 
Eyes, the band have 
proven that the hype was 
warranted. 

Musically, Machine Head 
are an experience in raw 
aggression and speed, 
while lyrically they look to 
“create a positive out of a 
negative environment.” 

“All of us grew up in 
Oakland,” explains gui- 
carist/vocalist Robb Flynn. 


“Being around here and the poor 
neighborhoods, you see a lot of 
messed up things. There is poverty, 
crime and drugs everywhere. You 
either fall in with that or you make 
something positive out of it. If you 
get tied up in that negativity of the 
drugs and the guns, you won't ever 
got out. | have friends who are still in 
and out of jail. It is a constant cycle.” 

Machine Head was formed in June of 
‘92 by Flynn, bassist Adam Duce, and 
guitarist Logan Mader, residents of the 
same building complex. 

“We just decided that we should 
Start this,” recalls Flynn. We had 


another drummer for a while, before 
settling on Chris [Kontos] the follow- 


ing October.” 

After receiving no response from 
their first, admittedly rough demo, the 
band decided to pool their money and 
record a proper tape. They found 
What they thought was the perfect 
recording studio in a local music mag- 
azine. 

“The studio had a good rate per- 
hour to record,” recalls Flynn. “From 
looking at the advertisement, | was 
expecting some amazing place, but it 
turned out to be a room in this dude’s 
parent’s house! He said: ‘Just go and 
set up.’ So we did...in his bedroom! 

“We were cramped. | had to put my 
amp in this tiny bathroom between a 
shower stall and a toilet bowl.” 
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Although Flynn foresaw the worst, 
the “studio” actually had impressive 
equipment and the band was able to 
produce the tape that would get them 
signed. 

“We got that toilet bowl crunch,” he 
laughs. 

The demo found its way into the 
hands of a Roadrunner A&R represen- 
tative who quickly flew out from New 
York to meet with the band. They 
were signed without having to per- 
form the usual live showcase. 

Recently, Flynn was frustrated by the 
delay of Machine Head’s debut due to 
the late arrival of its cover art, 
designed by avant comic book artist 
Dave McKean. 

“He's like a modern day Salvador 
Dali,” he says. “He has a real abstract 
Style.” 

The setback has only made the band 
hungrier to tour. 

“If you come to see us live, you are 
going to get a show,” promises Flynn. 
“We'll be a bit sloppier and there are 
going to be mistakes since we are 
putting out that much more energy. If 
you want to hear perfection, you can 
sit at home and listen to the record.” 

AFTER PRETTY-BOY ROCKERS Warrant 
entitled their last album Dog Eat Dog, 
New York pop-punksters Dog Eat Dog 
returned the favor by entitling their 
debut EP Warrant. But while Warrant 
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fade further into obscurity, Dog Eat 
Dog have just released their first full 
length LP, All Boro Kings, and 
returned from their second triumphant 
tour of Europe. 

“We're doing better in places like 
Germany than in New Jersey,” laughs 
vocalist John Connor. 

Although they came out of the New 
York underground, unlike many of 
their peers, their popularity has tran- 
scended across the globe. 

“We are not taking anything for 
granted, but it is not very surprising 
that our music would have an appeal 
both in New York and in places like 
Germany,” says Connor. 

Admittedly, Dog Eat Dog's music has 
a New York flavor. The proof is in the 
title of their LP, All Boro Kings. 

“The incorporation of saxophones 
into our music is definitely New York- 
ish, but it's also beyond the old cate- 
gorization of N.Y. hardcore,” says 
Connor. You couldn’t put us and 
[New York underground legends] 
Warzone in the same bucket. We are 
on two different ends of the musical 
spectrum.” 

However, “hardcore” has become 
more of an attitude than a specific 
style of music. 

“Nowadays, some rap is considered 
hardcore,” admits Connor. “And 
there is hardcore funk.” 


Both of which are part of Dog Eat 
Dog's eclectic sound. 

The band was formed three years 
ago by departing member and friends 
of New Jersey’s Mucky Pup. When 
bassist Dave Neabore and guitarist 
Sean Kilkenny decided to leave the 
erratic act and start their own band, 
they originally had no intention of 
getting signed. 

“They wanted to get away from the 
business-minded nonsense that was 
going on at the time,” explains 
Connor who jumped at the chance to 
sing for the “fun” band. 

Guitarist Dan Nastasi (who Kilkenny 
replaced in Mucky Pup and wrote the 
classic Hippies Hate Water) soon 
joined and “stretched” the band in a 
more serious direction. With drum- 
mer David Maltby in the fold, they 
began to perform shows and record 
demos. 

Whey they opened a show for 
Biohazard, they impressed the head- 
liners enough that they were brought 
to the attention of Roadrunner 
Records who signed them. 

Although it has only been a few 
years since Dog Eat Dog were per- 
forming regularly on postage stamp- 
sized stages in tiny New York City 
watering holes, Connor believes that 
the band has not grown too fast. 

“It is not like we are 18 years old,” 


he says. “We are all in our mid-20s, 
so if we are going to do something 
like this it has to be now.” 

“DID YOU GET THE list of questions 
you are not supposed to ask us,” 
jokes Eleanor, vocalist for New York 
City’s the Goops, who have built a 
local following with their energetic, 
no holds-barred live shows. 

Taking their name from a turn-of- 
the-century cartoon character, the 
Goops (which also includes guitarist 
Vlad, bassist Steven Mazur and drum- 
mer Karl Bateman) were started by 
“unemployment”. 

“Three of us were not working and 
had nothing better to do and we just 
decided to put together a punk cover 
band,” recalls Viad. “It was just 
going to be a hobby. We put togeth- 
er a cool list of songs to cover and we 
ended up never doing them. We just 
Started writing Our Own songs. 

“We ended up recording a bunch of 
stuff in my house. We sent tapes and 
got a really good response. The next 
thing you know, we were doing it 
full-on.” 


Building a reputation as a live band, 
they attracted the attention of 
Blackout Records honcho Bill Wilson, 
who persuaded the band to go with 
his label even though they had 
accepted money from another label. 
Their self-titled release realized the 
manic sound they create on stage. 

“My sister, who lives in California, 
Said our record sold out in Tower 
Records in five days,” says Eleanor, 
who admits that the band is a little 
nervous that they have yet to receive 
a bad record or live review. 

Although considered one of the star 
attractions in the resurging New York 
underground, the band feel restricted 
by their reputation. 

“It is good that there is a resurging 
New York music scene,” says Vlad. 
“The recession has helped make New 
York City a place where you can live 
and be a musician again, which it 
hasn't been since the late ‘70s. 

“Still, line all of the bands in the 
Supposed scene together and | don't 
think we really fit it. There doesn’t 


seem to be a real flavor to this scene 


like there is to so many others.” 

After only playing a series of one-off 
shows outside the Big Apple, the 
Goops are looking forward to playing 
a mini-tour with the Devildogs that 
Vlad has entitled: “The Coal and Steel 
WOLIe 

“We'll be playing all of these rotten 
industrial cities,” he laughs. 

They are also set to play three shows 
on the same day in Toronto, Canada. 

“By the last show, we'll be playing 
all instrumentals,” laughs Eleanor. 

“But they do have great beer,” adds 
Vlad. 

Although they are happy to tour, 
they are not jooking forward to the 
extended travel time crowded in the 
same van. 

“We're traveling in the same van as 
the Devildogs—seven people in the 
same Volkswagen bus,” says Vlad. 

“| wonder how we'll be able to keep 
from killing each other,” says Eleanor 
only half-jokingly. . 

Vlad laughs. “Maybe | should call 
the tour the “How Can We Stop From 
Killing Each Other Tour.” 
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eed an emotional lift? Are you feel- 
Ni in’ a little run-down, depressed and 

despondent these days? Does it 
seem like the world is caving in around you 
and all you want is a safe place to hide? 
Well, if your answer to any of the above 
queries happens to be “yes”, then perhaps 
it would be best if you avoided listening to 
a new techno/metal band that goes by the 
name of Drown. Geez, these guys are really 
depressing, but that’s just the way vocalist 
Lauren Boquette, programmer/guitarist 
Joseph Bishara, bassist Rob Nicholson and 
drummer Marco Forcone like it. Their 
motto is that suffering is good for the 
soul— well dudes, just make sure that its 
your soul you're talkin’ about! But on their 
debut album, Hold On To 
The Hollow, these angst-rid- 
dled Los Angeles natives pre- 
sent music that may well be a 
soundtrack for these troubled 
times. It's cold, it’s clean, it’s 
heavy, and it’s harsh. Kinda 
sounds like the perfect album 
to play at your next party, 
doesn't it? 

“There's nothing wrong with 
facing the pain and suffering we 
all feel,” Boquette said. “Many in 
our society have tried to bury those feelings 
over the years. That's not healthy. It doesn’t 
necessarily mean that you have a troubled 
soul because you openly deal with suffer- 
ing.When things hurt, upset us, when it’s 
something you really don't want to deal 
with, | assign those emotions to songs. | let 
the song keep that emotion for me. That 
way | can move on to something else.” 

It was back in 1990 that the four unusual 
personalities that comprise Drown first 
gathered together. It was still the era of 
mousse abuse and glam metal in and 
around L.A., but these guys could have 
cared less about the preening and postur- 
ing around them. They sequestered them- 
selves in a small rehearsal room with their 
wall of amps and their tape machines and 
they started constructing the multi-layered 
tales of woe that soon began to attract 
incredible attention on the then burgeon- 
ing El Lay underground scene. Utilizing 
“samples” of songs from bands as diverse 
as Art Of Noise and Muslimguaze, and

then combining them with their own 
brand of intense thrash-and-bash rock, 
Drown emerged with an exciting new 
musical amalgam— one that had major 
labels quickly knocking at their door. 

“We were a little surprised by the 
amount of attention the labels gave us,” 
Boquette said. “We never really considered 
taking this in such a major direction. We 
figured we'd play the independent route 
for a while. But things have worked out 
very well. The music scene seems more 
open these days for bands like ours, and 
the label has given us an incredible amount 
of freedom to do what we want. Who 
could ask for more?” 

Drawing comparisons to such 
industrial pioneers as Nine Inch 
Nails and Ministry— and even 
a comparison or two to metal 
masters, Metallica— it hasn't 
taken Drown long to carve 
out an interesting niche for 
themselves in the rock world. 
As they're the first to admit, 
their music is certainly not for 

everybody— in fact, it’s an 

acquired taste at best. But 

Boquette and his bandmates 
believe that if they play their cards right, lis- 
ten to those who supposedly know what 
they're doing, and take care of business, 
they may just end up as one of the year’s 
major success stories. Already, the response 
to such Hold On To The Hollow tracks as 
What Is To Burn has sent signals through- 
out the music industry that this is a band 
on the move. 

“We're in no particular hurry,” Boquette 
said. “The label has talked to us about a 
long-range plan for making the album a 
success and we have a lot of confidence in 
them. The people we're working with have 
a very strong track record, so if we don’t 
listen to a little of their advice we're either 
being very stubborn or very stupid, and | 
like to think we're neither of those things.” 

Boquette’s assessment of the folks in 
Drown’'s camp is certainly right-on. The 
man who signed them happens to be the 
Same guy who signed two little bands 
called Metallica and White Zombie— a 
couple of bands who know plenty about 
the time and patience needed to break 


through to the big time. The man who 
manages them also handles Pantera and 
the aforementioned White Zombie. The 
experience and the knowledge is obviously 
there, so when the people behind Drown 
speak, the band listens. One of the first bits 
of advice they got was to make a low, low 
budget video for What It Is To Burn. The 
logic was that MTV would probably limit its 
exposure to Headbanger's Ball and perhaps 
Alternative Nation, so why throw around 
the big bucks for a clip that will only be 
seen once or twice a week? Yet, the strate- 
gy seems to have worked, and the clip is 


on the verge of “breakout” status. 

“One of the benefits of the kind of music 
we play is that it’s hard to classify,” 
Boquette explained. “Some people hear 
elements of heavy metal in there, and we 
agree with that. Other people classify it as 
‘alternative’ and we more-or-less agree 
with that. You can either be left out in the 
cold, unaccepted by both camps, or you 
can be lucky and accepted by both. | think 
we've been very lucky.” 

With their video making significant 
strides, and their album slowly moving up 
the charts, the time is right for Drown to 
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take their tales of angst and aggression on 
the road. The band is hoping that the mil- 
lions of alienated kids inhabiting America in 
mid-1994 will turn to Drown as a band 
that presents many of the same fears and 
frustrations that they experience on a daily 
basis. Perhaps it's a little depressing to think 
that the Youth Of America is living one 
step this side of a prescription to Prozac, 
but such is the harsh reality of life in these 
difficult times. But it doesn't seem to both- 
er Drown that they may soon emerge as 
the spokesmen for this downtrodden and 
depressed set of kids— they almost wel- 


———————— 


come the challenge. 

"This kind of music wouldn't be success- 
ful if there wasn’t an audience for it,” 
Boquette stated logically. “There's always a 
certain feeling of fear within kids, but in 
today’s world, with things changing at such 
a dizzying pace, there's probably more rea- 
son to be scared than ever before. We 
understand those kids; we relate to them 
and they relate to us. They tell us that they 
hear their own thoughts in our music, and 
that’s one of the best compliments you can 
get. It’s almost enough to make you feel a 
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little happier.”

own, and Bonham was born. 
That band’s debut disc, The 
Disregard Of Timekeeping, 
proceeded to sell over 
600,000 copies and launch a 
hit single, Wait For You, that 
drew both praise and criticism 
for its haunting similarity to 
Led Zeppelin. Of course, that 
comparison was especially 
telling in Jason’s Case since, in 
case you didn’t know, his 
father just happened to be the 
late John “Bonzo” Bonham, 
the mighty Zep’s own skin

in the commercial: dumper, 
selling barely a third of what: 
its illustrious predecessor had’ 
managed to accomplish. There : 
was immediate industry talk of 
band disharmony and even 
discussions that the group's 
label might drop them. They 
found themselves on the 
precipice of disaster with the 
label, which-was then: riding 
high with the ‘initial success of 
“Pearl Jam. Then Bonham 
vocalist Daniel. MacMaster 
decided to split to.pursue new 
Opportunities, and 
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things looked even bleaker. But just then, 
when darkness was beginning to set in, 
a young vocalist/guitarist named Marti 
Frederickson rode in to save the day— or 
at least save the band's butt. So Jason 
rallied the troops— Frederickson and 
hold-overs, guitarist lan Hatton and 
bassist John Smithson— to put togeth- 
er a new band. Gone would be the 
name “Bonham”— too many past 
associations and dated ‘80s assump- 
tions— and it would be the name

Motherland, a hard rockin’, rough and 
ready band for the ‘90s. And, on their 
debut album, Peace 4 Me, this quartet 
show that they've retooled their 
engines to peak rockin’ form. 

“It was just something that needed to 
be done,” Bonham explained in his gruff 
British accent. “The last band had kind of 
run out of steam in a number of ways. It 
was time for a new beginning, and when 
we had the chance to have someone like 
Marti come in the band we knew it was 
a move we had to make. With him 
aboard, it is really a new band, so we 
also had to have a new name.” 

Frederickson has indeed added much 
to alter this band’s sound, bringing in a 
rougher, tougher vocal edge as well as a 
second guitar that immeasurably beefs 
up the group's instrumental attack. That 
Frederickson would agree to join 
Motherland was a major coup for 
Bonham and his boys— especially in light 
of the singer's most recent accomplish- 
ments. Just last year he co-wrote and co- 
produced the songs on Brother Cane’s 
debut album, a fact that marked 
Frederickson as a “hot property” as both 
a songsmith and knob twister. But this 
guy's first love was to stand on stage and 
sing, so when the chance came to join 
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Motherland, he practically jumped out of 
his skin to grab the chance afforded him. 

“We didn’t know at first if Marti want- 
ed to take on the responsibility of being 
in a band full-time,” Bonham said. “We 
thought he might want to focus just on 
producing or writing. But when we were 
all brought together we were very 
pleased to learn that he was very anxious 
to be in a band. In fact, he was really 
looking for the chance to go out there 
and do it.” 

And do it he has. From the opening 
notes of the title track, through the hard- 
hitting Rumor to the ballsy My Desire, 
Frederickson leads Motherland through a 


veritable smorgasbord of hard rockin’ 
styles that show this to be a grittier, nas- 
tier, heavier band than Bonham (the 
band, not the guy) ever dreamed of 
being. In many ways, this transforma- 
tion: places Motherland squarely in the 
context of the moody, visceral hard 
rock of the mid-'90s. But unlike so 
many of today’s top bands, Motherland 
» clearly hasn't lost touch with the bluesy 
roots of rock's past. Rather than explor- 
ing that avenue with the keyboard- 
laced style favored by Bonham, 
Motherland goes hunting with a dou- 
| ble-barreled guitar attack, a style which 
allows the group’s music to meld past 
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influences and state-of-the-art concepts 
into a seamless rock package. 

“That blues-based kind of rock is in my 
blood,” Bonham said. “It’s what | love, 
and it's what | like to play. But there is no 
doubt that with Marti in the band we've 
gone in a heavier, rougher direction. But 
that certainly doesn’t mean that you 
have to throw your own tastes to the 
wind. You've simply got to learn how to 
redirect your influences in a new direc- 
tion. That's what we've done here. I’m 
very proud of my roots and the music 
that made rock and roll what it is. There’s 
nothing wrong with the past, you just 
can't live in it.”

THEE HYPNOTICS 
The story of Thee Hypnotics has all the ingredients 
of a successful soap opera. Struggle, glimpses of 
fame, and death are all ingredients of this British 
band’s seven year climb from obscurity. And now, 
thanks in no small part to the help. of Black Crowes 
frontman Chris Robinson, Thee Hypnotics have 
managed to drop their cloak of despair long 
enough to record a brilliant new album, The Very 
m Crystal Speed Machine. The disc is a seething, 
B stirring, souling, rocking and rolling musical show- 
case that captures vocalist James Jones, guitarist Ray 
Hansen, bassist Will Pepper and drummer Phil Smith 
at the very top of their game. 
“Americans know that there hasn‘t been any real- 
ly good British rock bands for a long time,” Hansen 
said. “But they can see in us that we've taken that 
tradition anc kept its spirit alive. Maybe we're the 
last great British rock stars.” 
To summarize Thee Hypnotics career would take a 
book, not just a small paragraph, but here goes; 
formed in 1987, the band burned their way up the 
British charts with their first indie releases, Life’r 
Than God and Come Down Heavy. Their heady 
mix of blues and rock seemingly had them headed 
for instant fame until the band’s first tragedy 
struck— Smith was involved in an auto crash that broke both 
his legs and immobilized him for the better part of a year. They 
managed to record a “comeback” album Soul, Glitter And 
Sin: Tales From The Sonic Undergrouna, but soon after that 
Pepper decided to leave. His replacement, Craig Pike, was to 
die from a heroin overdose in London only months later. It 
looked like Thee Hypnotics had come to the end of the line. 
But with Pepper rejoining, and Chris Robinson stepping in to 
produce The Very Crystal Speed Machine, things have sud- 
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denly taken a turn for the better. 

"| like the idea that we've stuck to our guns,” Hansen said. 
“We took the view on this album that we were starting with a 
clean slate.

FRANCIS DUNNERY 

If you were lucky enough to catch Robert Plant on tour last year, 
perhaps you noticed the other tall, blond guy on stage. His name 
was (and still is) Francis Dunnery, and he had the somewhat unenvi- 


ey able job of trying to play some of the licks that a certain Mr. 


Jimmy Page once made famous. But there was a lot more to 
both Plant's show and Dunnery’s music than merely recreating 
Zep riffs, and now, on his debut solo album, Fearless, Dunnery 
shows both why Plant first noticed his skills, and why the entire 
rock world is now doing the same. From first note to last, this is 
Stirring, eclectic, exciting music, the kind of stuff that proves 
exactly how fearless Francis Dunnery is. 

“l imagine a lot of people might have been a little intimidated 
by standing on stage with Robert Plant,” he said. “But | loved it. 
It was a challenge every night. That’s the same way | 
approached this album. I’ve never been afraid to fail nor afraid 
to succeed. All | fear is not doing my very best.” 

Dunnery's career did not begin the day he first stood on stage 
with Plant. In fact, a dozen years ago, at the tender age of 15, 
this British native formed his first band, which earned money by 
playing cover tunes in local pubs. He soon moved to France, 
however, to test a different music scene, and there he expand- 
ed his musical vocabulary by playing side man for a variety of 
rock and soul artists. Then it was back home to England to 
front the popular outfit It Bites, which scored a chart-topping 
U.K. hit with Calling All Heroes. But that wasn't enough for 
Dunnery. He longed for a more diverse forum through which to 
express his ides. Thus Fearless began to take shape. 

“I like the different styles on the album,” he said. “There's 
hard rock, blues and even a touch of r&b. It was really a great 
deal of fun making the album, and | believe a lot of that fun 
comes across in the songs.” 
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pudging from his days with Ozzy 
Joshourne you probably thought 
Zakk Wylde was just into heavy metal.

Mr. Jones, Counting Crows

ed Nugent has always been one of 

rock’s most outspoken and outra- 
geous personalities. Got a topic? Just ask 
the self-proclaimed Motor City Madman 
about it and you're liable to end up with 
a 20-minute discourse on the subject. 
World peace? You 
really want to know 
Terrible Ted’s solu- 
tion? Welfare? You 
might not like what 
the man has to say. 
Gun control? Don't 
get him started. 
Yup, ol’ Ted Nugent 
is certainly a free 
thinker, someone 
who sure as hell doesn’t give a damn 
about “political correctness”, a man 
whose politics make Rush Limbaugh's 
look downright liberal! Yet somehow, 
despite being the antithesis of the stan- 
dard quasi-radical, loyal liberal rock psy- 
cho babble, Nugent has managed to sur- 
vive and prosper in the rock wars for the 
better part of 30 years. Whether it’s been 
as part of a platinum selling band like 
Damn Yankees or staking out on this 
own, this gun-toting, bow-shooting rock 
and roll wildman, has done it his way. 
Now that he’s back on his own following 
the demise of Damn Yankees, Ted’s 
turned his attentions towards his two 
favorite subjects— hunting and rock and 
roll. 

“I'm into my fourth year as the editor 
and publisher of World Bowhunters 
magazine,” he said. “The magazine's on 
fire. I'm more and more in demand. 
People know what | stand for; they're 
interested in hearing about my opinions 
on hunting, conservation and guns as 
well as on rock and roll. I'm being called 
to speak at youth organizations all across 
the country. | also speak at young 
lawyers and law enforcement conven- 
tions. | also have plans to have my own 
radio show. I'm the best— nobody can 
touch me and when the opposition even 
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dares to say a word, | make them do a 
breast stroke in their own vomit.” 
Certainly Nugent has never been one 
to suffer from lack of ego. In fact, his 
strong opinions on everything have man- 
aged to enrage just about everyone with- 
in earshot. But that’s fine with Ted. Love 
‘em or hate ‘em, the only thing he can’t 
Stand is when somebody ignores him. 
And let's face it; the guy does have much 
to brag about. It’s great when a guy can 
turn his hobbies into his career, and in 
the case of Nugent, he’s done it more 
than once. Aside from his legendary rock 
and roll career, his success as a hunter 
has opened up countless new business 
opportunities for this Detroit native. 
“One of the things | recently did was 
host a Ted Nugent Spirit Of The Wild 
series for PBS stations throughout the 
midwest,” he said. “| guarantee, my 
friends, that it set new records nation- 
wide for pledged income to PBS. The 
show features four of my TV specials— 
The Hunting Lifestyle, A Day In The 
Life of the Ted Nugent Ranch, A 
Father and Son Hunting in Quebec, 
Canada, and The Ultimate Beast

Nugent Tales. Before long I’m going to 
be a five-headed media monster that no 
one will be able to touch.” 

Still, when all is said and done, it is music 
that still plays the central role in Nugent's 
life. The hunting is great, the radio and TV 
exposure is fun, but there’s still nothing 
quite like slipping on a guitar, plugging it 
into a mountain of amps, and then attack- 
ing 10,000 rabid fans with the same feroc- 
ity he attacks a grizzly bear. And now, after 
a five year absence from performing and 
recording as a solo artist, the Huge Nuge is 
back at work. Some of the faces surround- 
ing Nugent this time are more than vague- 
ly familiar, and some of the tunes he's 
recording also hold a special place in any 
true headbanger’s heart. 

“I've got Derek St. Holmes back with me 
on vocals,” Ted said, alluding to the guy 
who provided the gusto behind many of 
Nugent's earlier classic albums. “And 
Denny Carmassi, who's been with Heart 
and Coverdale/Page, is on drums. The 
music we're making is a manifesto with 
gusto. No question about it. On top of 
that, I've got some surprises up my sleeve. 
I'm rerecording Great White Buffalo, in all 
its glory and there's gonna be a new ver- 
sion of Fred Bear, The American Hunter's 
Theme Song, which has already sold over 
100,000 copies as a single over the last 


few years. But there'll be a lot of new 
things too; | got a song called Sunrize, 
with a ‘2’, which is an instrumental, and a 
super rocker and Heart And Soul. 

“| realize now that when | fought the 
hardest to not let anyone in the recording 
procedure compromise my guitar sounds, 
those were my biggest records,” he 
added. “That threatening rumble is the 
gist of everything that is Nugent music, 
and that’s what is going to be projected 
beyond your wildest dreams on this 
album. In fact wé’re going to have this 
one on CD, cassette and suppository! I’m 
expecting that this will be the pivotal 
recording of my career. | know my compo- 
sitional talents have never been more 
excited, have never been more unleashed 
and uninhibited. Now it’s just a matter of 
making sure we capture every lick just the 
right way.” 

How can a guy who's recorded more 
than 20 albums during his lengthy career 
possibly be so rewed, so stoked, so totally 
over-the-top about his new album? Well, 
in all nonesty, Ted thinks every album he 
records is going to be the one that'll tilt 
the planet just a bit more off its axis. But 
maybe this time, 
after going through 
some mildly disap- 
pointing sales of his 
previous two solo 
discs, he will put 
together the collec- 
tion that will com- 
bine his unmatched 
sonic guitar mayhem 
with just enough 
quality material to reach a wider musical 
audience. In the wake of the success of his 
recent retrospective boxed set, Out Of 
Control, maybe Ted will indeed manage 
to create music that will live up to his own 
hype. 

“Upon reviewing my boxed set, | realized 
unequivocally that the most exciting music 
and my favorite stuff happens to coincide 
with my biggest selling records. You know 
why? Because it wasn’t produced, it was 
revered. If you have reverence for the sonic 
and the thrust of your creation musically, 
then you'll make sure that the drums 
sound like the drums you play in a 
garage, you will make sure that the guitar 
sounds like the guitar you play ina 
smokey, short-skirt, filth-ridden club. And 
these sounds are what separate my suc- 
cessful selling records from my less suc- 
cessful selling records.

Mick Mars: | listened to a lot of Jimi Hendrix, 
Michae! Bloomfield, Johnny Winter and 
Ritchie Blackmore. | listened to that kind of 
stuff for different influences and all kinds of 
ideas and things like that. | was 11 years old 
when | taught myself to play. My mom liked 
listening to things like Elvis Presley and | 
always liked guitar. | even like some of the 
country-flavored bands, like the Eagles and 
Poco, mostly because of Rusty Young. He's 
really good. | loved steel guitar or slide guitar. 
The first song that | learned to play was on 
the B-side of a Righteous Brothers song 
called B Flat Blues.

HP: Do you remember what your first guitar 
was? 

MM: My first guitar was a Stella Acoustic 
guitar. 

HP: Did you play on acoustic for a long time? 
MM: | always wanted an electric guitar so 
after a year my mom bought me an electric 
guitar called a Rodeo with some money she 
made ironing clothes on weekends. Then | 
had a Fender Music Master with a single 
pickup thing and a Gibson Melody Maker. 
HP: Did you come from a musical family? 
MM: No. | didn’t. But my folks knew what | 
wanted to do and they supported me as best 
they could. Even though my mom bought 
me a guitar, they couldn't afford amplifiers 
and that kind of stuff. They completely sup- 
ported me, but | don’t think they envisioned 
what | really wanted and the goal that | had 
set in my mind. 

HP: What was that goal you had in mind? 
MM: To be where | am today. 

HP: You mean you had that vision even 
when you were just 12 or 13 years old? 

MM: Even earlier than that. As a youngster, | 
used to get those big Christmas mesh stock- 
ings that had some tiny plastic-stringed toy 
guitars and | always played those. 

HP: Did you envision what it was going to 
take to make it? 

MM: Not really. | knew you had to have a 
lot of determination. 

HP: What gave you that determination? 
MM: It was the only thing that | knew how 
to do. | focused so much on guitar playing 
that | got to an age in my early 20s that | 
really couldn't do anything else because | 
didn't have the training. | really didn’t 
want to work for minimum wage for the 
rest of my life. So | said to myself, “I have 
to do this. | know I’m not the greatest gui- 
tar player on the planet, that’s for sure, but 
| feel that | have something to offer 
because | really try to be different from any- 
one else.” | felt | was good at picking out 
melodies and playing what the song is as 
opposed to over playing and saying, 
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“watch how fast | could play this.” 

HP: Besides guitar, you also play six-string 
bass, sitar, mandolin, piano and organ. 

MM: | learned them as a result of playing by 
ear. I've been playing guitar for such a long 
time that | hear a melody in my head and | 
can pretty much pick it out on any instru- 
ment. I’m not like a virtuoso or anything. | 
like to dabble with these things when I’m 
home writing and working on songs and 
stuff. | play all those instruments so that 
when | bring the idea to the band it’s like a 
song whose idea is pretty much finished. 
We just hash it out together.

HP: In what type of environment do you find 
yourself most inspired? 

M™M: I'd have to say in my home in Malibu, 
California. | have no neighbors where | live. 
It's very tranquil. My house looks over 
Thousand Oaks and West Lake cities. | love 
the peacefulness and | work best there. In 
fact, it was really hard for me in Vancouver to 
be inspired to write solos and create music. 
The songs were pretty much done but | still 
had to work on the solos and hearing 
melodies and stuff so | could pick out the 
melody and incorporate it into a guitar solo. 
There | was on the 14th floor of this studio 
trying to concentrate, and every 20 minutes 
there was a firetruck or a siren going by. It 
was all so distracting. All those noises are so 
obnoxious to me when I'm trying to create 
and | shake when | hear them. 

HP: How much time do you devote to play- 
ing guitar on an average day? 

MM: | try to get in at least three or four 
hours of practice. Sometimes my ideas come 
at three or four in the morning. It’s weird. |'ll 
be laying down and starting to go into that 
deep sleep state and all of a sudden these 
melodies start to come to my head and | 
have to go into my little 16-track studio and 
lay down some stuff real quick so | don’t for- 
get it. 


HP: Is it true that you own over 100 guitars? 
MM: | had about 120, but now | have about 
90 or 95. | sold some of them because they 
were just laying around wasting. | have 30 
Stratocasters. My newest one is a 1972 and 
the oldest one is a 1954. | also have three 
1960 Les Pauls, and | probably have the mar- 
ket covered on Charvels. | like them because 
they sound good and they're road worthy. | 
also have some unusual pieces, like a 1927 
National Tri-plate. It even says “patent pend- 
ing” on it. There's a guy that makes guitars, 
out of New Mexico or Arizona, and he builds 
like six guitars a year. They're called Musser 
Martinez and everything else, but Musser is 
incredible. |! guess the difference lies in the 
fact that the guy hand picks his own woods — 
and does everything by hand. 

HP: What made you start collecting? 

MM: | just kind of woke up one day about 
four or five years ago and realized how cool 
these vintage instruments were. | started 
looking for them on tours and going into 
vintage guitar stores. | got a lot of stuff from 
Norman’s Rare Guitars. He and | trade back 
and forth. 

HP: | find it interesting that you don’t 
endorse any particular guitar. 

MM: | don't endorse anybody because | love 
all guitars. The only bad thing about endors- 
ing a particular guitar is that | don’t get my 
face shown in any guitar advertisement. But 
| feel like, “Where were these guys when | 
was like a bum and really needed an 
endorsement?” Now, that I'm somebody, | 
can play what | want and | don’t need to 
have an endorsement. These companies 
should be going after the kid that really can’t 
afford his or her own guitar and that has real 
talent. 

HP: If you had to give up all your guitars 
except for two or three, which ones would 
you keep? 

MM: I'd say that | have two guitars that are 
“neck in neck,” pardon the pun. | have a 
1963 Stratocaster that | got in Dallas in. 1989 
that | just love. It’s an incredible sounding 
guitar. | also have a 1960 double-cutaway 
Les Paul Jr. with the little P-90 on it. These 
two guitars I'll never, ever get rid of! 

HP: You had the unfortunate experience of 
having had a few guitars stolen recently. 
What happened? 

MM: | had three stolen from A&M Studios in 
Los Angeles. It was late at night and some 
guy came in who was all sloshed and drunk 
and said he was Tommy Lee’s brother and he 
walked in and walked out with my guitars. 
The security guys didn't know any better. He 
stole my 1969 Les Paul, a Jackson and a gui- 
tar that Bob Rock made for me. Two of 
them are replaceable but the one that Bob 
gave me isn't. It had a lot of sentimental 
value.

The Li’l Screamin’ Demon, obviously, was designed in 
Duncan's Custom Shop for George Lynch, of Dokken 
and Lynch Mob fame. It's a Strat-size version of the orig- 
inal Screamin’ Demon, has less bite and more growl 
than its big brother, and that the design came about 
when Lynch asked for a pickup that could scream, and 
had rich harmonics— but would also clean up when he 
backed it off. It’s got a big, percussive tone without 
being overly harsh. 

According to Duncan, the unique tone and versatility 
of the Li’/ Screamin’ Demon are due to its combination 
of allen-head and slotted-head screws,. giving each coil a 
‘slightly different magnetic field, increasing sustain and 
harmonic response. String balance can also be fine- 
tuned, since the screws are adjustable. And despite its 
size, the LSD is a true humbucker, so it’s quiet. Lynch is 
said to be so happy with his he’s asked ESP to build him 
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Seymour Duncan’s Li’! Screamin’ Demon and

a custom guitar to showcase it. The LSD comes in black 
and white, and in bridge and neck/middle models. 

With the LSD, Duncan now has 200 different replace- 
ment pickups— make that 201!

Be it 
computer communication, 
video clip production, creat- 
ing a show or even owning 
your own network, the 
video revolution is becom- 
ing more and more in con- 
trol of everybody. Up until 
this year there was only one 
major Rock Music Video 
Network— MTV. After 
MTV established their 
“adult network” VH-1, 
there had been talk that 
MTV would be splitting 
itself into three separate 
channels in an attempt to 
appeal to different musical 
tastes. But that plan was 
cast by the wayside two 
years ago, and MTV now 
has become a network of 
youth-oriented shows with 
less emphasis On music. 
Now there are four music 
new networks on the draw- 
ing board— 1) ENT, a part- 
nership of major music 
entertainment companies 
Warner Bros., Sony, EMI, 
and PolyGram which will 
Start by the end of 1994. 2) An as yet 
unnamed channel from BMG Music to focus 
on new alternative bands, 3) Zoo TV, creat- 
ed in part by U2 and PolyGram music that 
will show music videos, cult films and home 
shopping, 4) Another unnamed channel 
that Ticketmaster will use for home shop- 
ping. Whether any music network, besides 
MTV, can survive remains a hotly debated 
subject in music circles. Fact is advertising 
dollars, distribution and viewers will always 
be essential to any network's survival. The 
investment required to launch any video 
channel is often in the tens of millions, but 
in the near future there willl be ways that 
underground rockers can cut costs to make 
shows or channels for less than half a million 
dollars in the first year.

With less than a two thousand dollar 
investment you can enter the exciting world 
of cyberspace— using a computer, modum 
and on-line hook up to receive and report 
music news throughout the world. You 
could create a computer information service 
similar to that started by former MTV VJ 
Adam Curry’s DAT.COM a few years ago. 
Curry believes anyone can get involved with 
music reporting, especially where there's no 
corporate control influencing what news is 
and isn’t covered. He realized this when he 
read an article written by Mark Cantor, the 
man that developed Macromind Director, 
the tool for putting together CD-Rom pro- 
ductions, “Get your computer, get the soft- 
ware you need and just start doing it.” 

Little by little rockers are producing music 
CD-Roms for their fans. In the past four 
years, CD-Rom has become a multi-million 
dollar industry. And with the right computer 


software anyone can produce a CD-Rom. 
Prince has one available for his fans on a 
Macintosh format. (Prince)’s CD-Rom is 
probably the most entertaining package out 
there, because his song lyrics are shown on 
the screen while his music plays 
($49.95/Graphix Zone). Heart has a CD- 
Rom that’s compatible to IBM computers, 
and it was created by Compton 
Entertainment. Heart: 26 Years Of 
Rock‘N’Roll is a fascinating five hours of 
interviews, music, videos and text that 
chronicle the personal and professional lives 
of Anne and Nancy Wilson. The package 
includes a song, Angels , about John 
Lennon,who will be the subject of 
Compton’s next CD-Rom. ($49.95). 


Something a little less expensive, than 
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buying a CD-Rom is simply listening to 
videos in stereo. Now with the release 
of U2’s Zoo TV Live From Sydney, 
PolyGram Music Video has announced a 
marketing campaign called “Videos 
Worth Listening To.” According to Paul 
Frehauf, PolyGram’s Senior Director of 
Sell Through Video, “We developed this 
program to attract the CD purchaser as 
well as the music video fan.”
